EGGS IN SHELL AND EGG PULP EXPORTS. 


Compiled by the Government Statist from returns specially collected 
from Exporting Merchants. 


The GRAND TOTAL EXPORTS for each of the years 1933-34 to 1937-38 were 
respectively £358,056; £360,540; £325,892, £331,750 and £290,852. 
For the last year, 1937-38, exports showed a decrease of £40,898 as 
compared with the previous year 1935-37. 


The Grand Total Exports of Eggs in Shell and in pulp in terms of Hggs 
in Shell is estimated to have been 7,990,000 dozen for 1935-34; 
8,000,000 dozen for 1934-35; 7,500,000 for 1935-36; 6,000, 000) for 
1936-37 and 5,000,000 for 1937-38. 


Compared with the previous year, there was 4 decreased export of 
1,520,200 dozen eggs in shell to Oversea Countires and a decrease of 
71179 dozen to the other States. There was a decrease of 407,438 Lbs. 
of egg pulp exported to Oversea Countries and an increase of 68,170 lbs. 
to the other States. Practically the whole of the eggs in shell and in 
pulp to Oversea Countries is shipped to the United Kingdom, while New 
South Wales and Victoria are the heaviest buyers amongst the States of 
the Commonwealth.
